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To  THE  Members  of  the  Council. 

During  1921  the  nxrmber  of  deaths  in  the  District, 
excluding  those  not  belonging  to  the  District  which  occurred 

in  Public  Institutions,  and  including  residents  who  died  out- 
side the  District,  was  208.  The  number  of  Births  was  396. 
Estimating  the  population  at  14.390,  the  Death-Rate  for  the 
year  is  i4'4  and  the  Birth-Rate  27  per  1,000.  Seventeen  of 
the  births  were  illegitimate.  Forty  two  infants  under  one 
year  of  age  died,  three  of  whom  were  illegitimate.  The 
Infant  mortality  rate  is  106,

There  were  no  deaths  from  Enteric  Fever,  Small-Pox, 

Measles,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Meningitis,  and  one  from 
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Encephalitis  Lethargica  or  Sleeping  Sickness,  and  one  from 
Puerperal  Sepsis.  The  Zymotic  Death-Rate  is  i’3. 

NOTIFICATION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  Notification  of  Infectious  Diseases  numbered  6o, 
and  were  as  follows  : —

Hospital. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

Nineteen  cases  of  Tuberculosis  died  during  the  year. 
The  same  number  as  in  1920.  The  Death-Rate  is  r3 

The  Dispensary  which  is  worked  by  the  County 
Council  Stafi  is  largely  attended. 

None  of  the  Scarlet  Fever,  Enteric,  or  Diphtheria  cases 
were  fatal.  The  fatal  case  of  Encephalitis  Eethargica  did 
not  belong  to  our  District,  but  was  removed  from  Stanley  to 
the  Workhouse  Infirmary.  I could  find  no  cause,  or 
source  of  infection,  for  the  three  cases  in  the  Town.  Two  of 
the  Enteric  patients  were  in  the  same  house  in  Oaklea  Ter- 
race, and  there  were  some  local  Insanitary  conditions  which 
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were  attended  to.  All  the  premises  where  infectious  diseases 
occurred  were  txamioed  and  disinfected. 

WATER  SUPPLY, 

Unlike  most  Water  supplies  ours  was  constant^during 
the  prolonged  drought.  When  this  was  at  its  worst  some 
evidence  of  pollution  appeared  iu  the  periodical  analysis. 
Expert  advice  was  taken  and  a Chlorine  disinfecting  plant 
was  installed.  This  has  been  most  successful,  and  the 
later  analyses  show  that  the  water  is  pure  and  quite  fit  for 
dietetic  purposes.  The  question  of  more  storage  and  an 
extra  filter  bed  is  still  under  consideration. 

ASHPITS,  PRIVIES,  BINS,  &c. 

The  work  of  emptying  Bins,  Ashpits,  and  Privies  is 
now  being  carried  out  satisfactorily.  Complaints  of  delay 
were  very  frequent  in  the  earlj*  part  of  the  year,  but  none 
have  been  made  to  me  for  some  months.  The  scavenging  is 
also  satisfactory.  There  are  2,056  Water  Closets,  748  Ash 
Closets,  and  still  516  of  the  objectionable  Ashpit  Privies. 

SCHOOLS. 

The  Schools  are  in  good  Sanitary  Condition. 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

The  Clinic,  which  is  presided  over  by  Dr.  Penfold  is 
much  appreciated.  The  attendances  have  been  very  large. 
Cases  that  require  Surgical  treatment,  and  are  unsuitable  for 
home  treatment,  are  sent  to  Newcastle-on-Tyne. 
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SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION. 

The  Health  Visitors  work  under  the  County  Council. 
The  Inspector  of  Nuisances  consults  almost  daily  with  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Twenty- five  patients  were  treated  at  the  Isolrh'on 
Hospital,  including  two  veiy  bad  cases  of  Sleeping  Sickness, 
without  death.  I was  very  pleased  with  the  skill  and  atten- 
tion of  the  Matron  and  Nurse. 

MILK  AND  COW  SHEDS. 

The  Milk  supply  is  good.  It  chiefly  comes  from  the 
Rural  District,  but  the  Cowsheds  in  the  Urban  Area  are  all 
in  good  condition  and  clean. 

Fourteen  registered  Milk  shops  are  clean 

OTHER  FOODS. 

The  only  seizure  of  unwholesome  food  during  the  year 
was  a quantity  of  potatoes. 

BAKE  HOUSES 

All  have  been  inspected  and  found  in  good  condition. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES- 

There  are  13  Slaughter  Houses  in  the  Urban  District. 
All  these  have  been  inspected  periodically,  and  found  to  be 
well  kept  and  clean,  and  regularly  lime-washed.  There  is 
no  Public  Abattoir. 
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LODGING  HOUSES. 

These  Ho  nes  have  been  regularly  inspected,  and 
where  defects  have  been  found  they  have  been  remedied. 

PLACES  OF  AMUSEMENT. 

All  have  been  inspected  regularly.  The  .Sanitary 
arrangements  are  satisfactory. 

HOUSING. 

Only  2 New  Houses  have  been  erected  and  occupied 
during  the  year.  Seven  have  been  demolished  : — 2.  for 
sanitary  reasons,  and  the  others  for  building  purposes.  There 
is  still  some  over  crowding.  Many  of  the  houses  v/hich  have 
been  scheduled  as  insanitary  should  be  closed  or  pulled 
down  as  soon  as  there  is  other  accommodation  for  the 
inmates.
